“If there is a cease fire,” Clax- 
ton said, “the Canadian Brigade 
will probably have to retire. If 
there is no.cease fire, there will 
be more action.” 

Claxton said that he had 
“never seen anything to equal 
the morale or the fightifig qual- 
ity of the Canadjan Brigade.” 

Claxton, Veterans’ Affairs 
Minister Hugues Lapointe and 
leading defense department of 
ficials from Ottawa have just 
finished a five-day tour of the 
Canadian area in.
